III Species of an image display apparatus on page 6 of the application, 
corresponding to claims 11-13. 

No claim is generic.

Species II has an input operation unit having a 
rotational operation means that is rotated to be operated. Species III has a shaft portion 
that is arranged on extension portions extending from respective corresponding one 
sides of the main body and the cover, and pivotably couples the main body and the 
cover around a axis parallel with the respective one sides.
